Tributes to racing ‘father figure’ 


MULTIPLE Classic-winning trainer 
Geoff Wragg has died at the age of 
87. 

He died on Friday after being ill 
for a long time. 

During his first season after taking 
over the licence from his father, Harry, 
Wragg provided Lester Piggott with 
his ninth Derby success, Teenoso in 
1983. 

Twenty-three years later, Wragg 
memorably came close to causing 
one of the biggest upsets in Derby his¬ 
tory when 66-1 shot Dragon Dancer 
was beaten just a short head into sec¬ 
ond place by Sir Percy. 

Another top-class performer was 
Pentire, who won six of his seven 
starts as a three-year-old in 1995, in¬ 
cluding the King Edward VII Stakes 
at Royal Ascot, the Great Voltigeur at 
York and the Irish Champion Stakes 
at Leopardstown. The following year 
he returned to Ascot to win the King 
George VI And Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 

Newmarket trainer and former 
town mayor, John Berry, hailed Wragg 
as the “father figure of Newmarket 
trainers”. 

“Geoff dying really is the end of an 
era,” he said. “Harry trained two Der¬ 
by winners and was at the top of the 
training tree. Geoff took over in 1983 
and it was a seamless transition. 

“For the next 30 years, virtually, he 
was as successful as his father had 
been. 

“He was an absolute gentleman and 
the father figure of Newmarket train¬ 


ers. It’s a very sad day and it leaves a 
big hole in the community.” 

Michael Hills, who partnered 
Pentire to all but one of his eight ca¬ 
reer victories, said: “I worked for Geoff 
for six years and we had the most 
amazing time. 

“He was a fantastic trainer and a 
great man.” 

Wragg also enjoyed Classic success 
in Ireland, with Marling landing the 
1992 Irish 1000 Guineas. The filly also 
won the Coronation Stakes at Royal 
Ascot and the Sussex Stakes at Good- 
wood that year. 

Steve Drowne rode several winners 
for Wragg in the latter part of his ca¬ 
reer. 

He said: “I sort of missed the real 
glory days, but we had some nice 
winners together and I’m particu¬ 
larly proud to have ridden Geoff’s last 
Royal Ascot winner Heron Bay (King 
George V Stakes, 2007). 

“He was an absolute gentleman 
and could improve a horse unbeliev¬ 
ably well. If one of Geoff’s won first 
time out, you knew it was a Group 
horse. 

“Autumn Glory is probably the fa¬ 
vourite horse I have ridden and he 
was trained by Geoff. He won a few 
Group races but unfortunately got in¬ 
jured, which was a shame, as I’m sure 
he was a Group One horse on soft 
ground.” 

Following a 25-year career, Wragg 
retired from training in 2008. He 
leaves his wife, Patricia, and his funer¬ 
al will be a family-only private affair.

Probe into Dobbo 
case abuse claim 

AN investigation is under way after the 
wife of Simon Dobbin - who was left 
brain damaged when football hooligans 
attacked him after a match - was 
reportedly abused outside court. 

Essex police confirmed they have 
spoken to Nicole Dobbin and are 
investigating comments made by friends 
and family of the men involved in the 
brutal attack. 

Twelve men were convicted for 
their role in the violence inflicted on 
Cambridge United fan Simon Dobbin 
after a match in Southend in March 2015. 

Eight were convicted of violent 
disorder, three of conspiracy to commit 
violent disorder and one of assisting an 
offender. A thirteenth man pleaded guilty 
to violent disorder. 

Mr Dobbin, 45, of Mildenhall, was 
severely injured in the attack outside a 
pub following his team's 0-0 away draw 
with Southend United. He was left unable 
to walk or talk and is cared for by his wife 
and family. 

After the guilty verdicts on July 14 this 
year, Mrs Dobbin left Basildon Crown 
Court and says she was subjected to a 
torrent of verbal abuse. 

As Mrs Dobbin gave her interview to 
the press, police sirens were heard and 
six or seven police cars arrived outside 
the court. 

Mrs Dobbin was led away to safety as 
court security staff and police arrived. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: "We 
have launched an investigation into 
comments made outside the court after 
further discussion with Mrs Dobbin 
following the conclusion of the trial." 


Travellers leave 
huge repair bill 


DAMAGE caused by 
travellers who pitched up 
at a field in Newmarket will 
cost taxpayers thousands of 
pounds to repair, according 
to the council. 

The travellers parked 36 
caravans on the former St 
Felix School site in Fordham 
Road in August, before 
moving on to Fordham and 
then Kennett. 

Apart from intruding 
on private land, people 
complained about the 
travellers’ quad bikes and 
motor vehicles damaging 
the field. 

Now Suffolk County 
Council, which owns the 
land, says the damage is 
likely to cost thousands to

repair. 

Cllr Tony Goldson, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for health, said: “It is too 
early to know the full cost 
to the council of the recent 
encampment in Newmarket. 

“However, from previous 
encampments we estimate 
that the cost is likely to be 
between £3,500 to £5,000. 

“This, however, will not 
necessarily take into account 
the resources of partners 
such as the police.” 

The travellers were initially 
spotted in Newmarket 
on Wednesday, August 


30, before being handed 
an eviction notice by the 
council. 

After refusing to move 
and increasing from 20 to 
36 caravans, the travellers 
moved to land owned by 
Cambridge University in 
Fordham. 

The weekend car boot 
sale held on the land was 
cancelled as a consequence. 

The travellers 

subsequently moved to 
Kennett but left on Friday at 
4.30pm.

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Visitors race to stables open day 



RACING enthusiasts were 
in Newmarket in droves on 
Sunday to catch a behind the 
scenes glimpse at the indus¬ 
try at this year’s Newmarket 
Open Weekend. 

Some 18 stables from 
across the town opened up 
their doors to the public on 
day two of the annual event. 

Those arriving before 
the gates were rolled back 
at some of the best-known 
yards in the sport were treat¬ 
ed to seeing some of the sea¬ 
son’s stars put through their 
paces on the gallops. 

They included King 
George heroine Enable and 
Prix Niel winner Cracks¬ 
man from the yard of fohn 
Gosden and the Sir Michael 
Stoute-trained Ulysses, win¬ 
ner of this year’s Eclipse and 
Juddmonte International. 

Having proved a popular 
stopping point in previous 
years at his old base at Krem¬ 
lin House Stables, Classic¬ 
winning trainer Roger Varian 
was again a major attraction 
at his new base, Carlburg 
Stables. 

Varian said: “I think the 
open weekend is fantastic. 
It is nice as we all get stuck 
in the bubble of the business 
and the pressure of what we 
do. 

“When you see the public 
come through the gates it 
makes us appreciate the ex¬ 
citement and interest they 
have got in the horses and

the sport itself. It is quite re¬ 
freshing to feel that. 

“We have been busy from 
9am with a steady flow com¬ 
ing through. Carlburg Sta¬ 
bles is a historic yard which 
creates a bit of natural in¬ 
terest. We have made a few 
changes, but hopefully it has 
shown itself off well.” 

The history behind the 
various yards is often a big 
draw for many visitors. 

Few generate more inter¬ 
est than Pegasus Stables, the 
base of trainer James Fan- 
shawe, which was construct¬ 
ed by Fred Archer back in the 
1860s. 

Fanshawe said: “I think 
the feedback we have had is 
that people have thoroughly 
enjoyed the day. People just 
like to see the horses and 
have a chance to see what 
goes on behind the scenes. 

“We always find people 
that come through the gates 
are grateful for us opening 
and we get lots of thanks. 

“We are lucky enough to 
have Pegasus Stables. In 
many ways it is a bit like a 
museum because it is one 
of the most famous yards 
in racing and it is great that 
people can come have a look 
around.” 

Having worked as an assis¬ 
tant to Fanshawe for a num¬ 


ber of years, Charlie Fellowes 
has embraced the concept of 
the open weekend, which 
was raising money for the 
Racing Welfare Housing Pro¬ 
ject, Newmarket Day Centre 
and Newmarket Academy, 
since taking out a licence of 
his own. 

Fellowes said: “It is an ab¬ 
solutely fantastic initiative 
and my team love the open 
day. 

“Racing has a very suspi¬ 
cious image and opening up 
to show people what it is like 
can only be a good thing. 

“It is fantastic to be able to 
support some local charities 
at the same time as well.” 

While not having the 
numbers of some of his col¬ 
leagues, first-season trainer 
Tom Clover hopes this year’s 
event will be the start of a 
long association with the 
open weekend. 

He said: “It’s great to get 
people through the gates 
and into our yard. We are in a 
lucky position and it is lovely 
that people have come down 
from the gallops on Warren 
Hill to see us. It has been re¬ 
ally good and I would love to 
open again next year.” 

After the yards closed their 
doors, action turned to the 
Severals where activities in¬ 
cluding a football match be¬ 
tween stable staff and train¬ 
ers and jockeys took place, 
along with a horseball dem¬ 
onstration.

EU is treating 
us as fools 

THE words of Greece's former 
finance minister Yanis Varoufakis in 
relation to the tactics of the EU are 
worthy of our very careful attention. 

Mr Varoufakis says: "The message 
to London is clear: 'You give us 
everything we are asking for, 


unconditionally. Then, and only then, 
will we hear what you want'." 

Writing in the Sunday Times, Mr 
Varoufakis said this showed Brussels 
was going out of its way to hurt 
Britain and to scupper negotiations 
for a mutually beneficial deal. 

He said: "This is what one 
demands if one seeks to ruin a 
negotiation in advance. 

"Under the guise of negotiations 
it [is forcing] May and her team to 
expend all their energies negotiating 
for the right to negotiate." 

Such behaviour is foreign to our 
British sense of fair play. Because 
we believe in compromise and 
fair listening, we tend to assume 
everyone else across the world is like 
us. 

Mr Varoufakis, who has seen 
the extreme damage that the EU is 
causing his country, Greece, sees EU 
conduct with a realism which we do 
not. 

Britain has made all decent 
attempts to advance mutually 
productive negotiation. 

The EU laughs at us as fools. It is 
time now to close all negotiations 
with the EU and to leave without a 
settlement.

AN allotment holder has hit 
out at proposals to build a 
new road - through the mid¬ 
dle of his vegetable plot. 

Robert Riordan, who has 
rented his Soham Town 
Council-run plot for more 
than 20 years, was given 
notice in July that his lease 
would be terminated. 

He says those who own al¬ 
lotments on the site close to 
Weatheralls Primary School 
in Soham have been told to 
leave to make way for an ac¬ 
cess road to a new 553-home 
estate, known as the Eastern 
Gateway development. 

Mr Riordan also represents 
Weatheralls Allotment Hold¬ 
ers Association, which op¬ 
poses the authority’s plans 
to have the allotments relo¬ 
cated to a new area which 
the gardeners fear is too wa¬ 
terlogged. 

If successful, the plan¬ 
ning application would see 
the allotments covered over 
to service the estate, with a 
portion also going to create a 
new playing field for Weath¬ 
eralls Primary School. 

The allotments, which 
were first established in the 
1930s, provide a valuable 
piece of green space in the 
middle of the town. 


Holders Association], are 
against this proposed devel¬ 
opment on access, traffic is¬ 
sues, lack of services as well 
as environmental grounds. 

“We have been to all the 
consultation meetings and 
have found the local council 
lacklustre in its approach to 
residents’ concerns. 

“We knew we were at risk 
as we are in the middle of 
town. There was a rumour 
Weatheralls School needed 
an extra playing field and the 
council has made a policy of 
not renting to new holders. 

“At the meeting in August 
the council basically said it’s 
a done deal and we can’t do 
anything about it because we 
have to do what East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
want.” 

Although there is no legal 
requirement for such sites to 
be replaced, the local author¬ 
ity is still under a legal duty to 
provide a sufficient number 
of allotments where there is 
a demand. 

As part of the proposals 
brought forward by housing 
developer Carter Jonas, the 
council says it will relocate 
allotment holders to a nearby 
field off the A142. 

But Mr Riordan believes 
the proposed new location 
would be too far for many 
of the elderly users to travel, 
and also that the ground is 


Mr Riordan said: “Local 
residents, which include 
us [Weatheralls Allotment 

too “waterlogged” to be of 
use. 

Rebecca Saunt, planning 
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manager for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said: “East Cambridgeshire 
District Council cannot com¬ 
ment on planning applica¬ 
tions that are under review. 

“Every application that 
is submitted to the council 
goes through a stringent and 
consistent consideration 
process before a decision is 
made. 

“All details of planning ap¬ 
plications are available to 
view online and comments 
on individual applications 
should be submitted to the 
planning department to be 
taken into consideration as 
part of the assessment of the 
application.”

Police chief is facing hearing 
over interview misconduct

AN assistant chief constable at 
Cambridgeshire police is due to 
appear before a misconduct hear¬ 
ing after allegedly giving another 
officer pointers for a job promo¬ 
tion, the News can reveal. 

Naveed Malik is accused of or¬ 
dering another police officer, who 
has not been named, to call a col¬ 
league ahead of the promotion 
process and tell them “topics for 
the interview process” for the role 
of chief inspector. 

The second police officer 
flagged up the behaviour, telling 
the colleague who phoned that 
they “didn’t want to listen” and 
wanted to be promoted “on mer¬ 
it”, it is alleged. 

The promotion process was 
terminated the following day on 
February 23, and Assistant Chief 
Constable Malik allegedly failed 
to report his conduct. 

The misconduct hearing is due 
to start on Monday at Wyboston 
Lakes Conference Centre. 

A police document released 
ahead of the hearing said: “Be¬ 
ing an Assistant Chief Constable 
with Cambridgeshire police, on 


22 and 23 February 2017 you mis¬ 
conducted in relation to the Bed¬ 
fordshire Cambridgeshire Hert¬ 
fordshire (BCH) tri-force chief 
inspectors promotion process. 

“BCH arranged a promotion 
process for inspector to chief in¬ 


spector to take place on 22, 23 
and 24 February 2017. 

“The process was in two stages: 
first, a presentation by the can¬ 
didates to a panel and then an 
interview by a second panel. You 
chaired the second panel. 


“Prior to the promotion pro¬ 
cess, you had provided informal 
mentoring to Police Officer A. 

“On the morning of 22 Febru¬ 
ary, 2017 you met with your in¬ 
terview panel members and your 
panel agreed to change the word¬ 
ing of one question. 

“On 22 February 2017 shortly 
before 09.30 hours you called 
Police Staff Member B into the 
DCC’s office, instructed [them] 
to call Police Officer A from their 
mobile telephone to tell Police 
Officer A the four areas that they 
needed to concentrate on for the 
interview of the promotion pro¬ 
cess.” 

The document claims that ACC 
Malik’s conduct amounts to gross 
misconduct. 

The conduct is also described 
as dishonest and lacking in integ¬ 
rity, and likely to bring discredit 
upon the police service. 

If this is found to be the case, 
ACC Malik’s conduct would have 
therefore breached the Standard 
of Honesty and Integrity and the 
Standard of Discreditable Con¬ 
duct.

Thousands back IVF 'giving life' campaign

A PETITION calling on health 
bosses to reverse their decision 
to cut funding for IVF treatment 
in Cambridgeshire has secured 
thousands of signatures. 

Health bosses at the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) decided to end NHS fund¬ 
ing for specialist fertility treat¬ 
ment in the region on September 
5. 

The move aims to save the 
CCG £700,000 and ease some 
of the long-term financial con¬ 
cerns, despite the opposition of 
thousands of residents. 

Medical experts have criticised 
the decision saying it will have a 
devastating effect on couples 
trying for a baby. 

A new online petition calling 
on the CCG to bring back the 
NHS funding for IVF in the re¬ 
gion has been signed by more 
than 3,500 people. 

The petition states: “Hundreds 
of couples throughout Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 


face a future without being able 
to have children now the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 
Commissioning Group have 
withdrawn NHS funding for IVF 
treatment. 

“Many men and women have 
medical health issues stopping 
them from conceiving natu¬ 
rally. Surely the NHS we pay for 
should be assisting all medical 
needs? What is more important 
than giving life?” 

The petition will be delivered 
to CCG chairman Gary Howsam, 
who previously said ending the 
funding was a “very difficult de¬ 
cision”. 

Dr Howsam said: “The re¬ 
sponse to the consultation 
showed that people feel strongly 


about this issue, and for that 
reason this was a very difficult 
decision for the governing body 
to make and we understand that 
people will be disappointed. 

“The CCG has finite resources 
to fund a whole range of health 
services and treatments. 

“We need to save £46.5 million 
this financial year, and so we 
have had to review all areas of 
our spending and to make some 
difficult decisions.” 

Berenice Smith, who has writ¬ 
ten in the News about her diffi¬ 
culties conceiving through IVF, 
said: “I support the petition. We 
should continue to talk to our 
MPs and write to appropriate 
bodies with our concerns.” 

Elbe Crane, mother to IVF- 


conceived Mathilda, has signed 
the petition. She said: “Like 
many others I was bitterly disap¬ 
pointed with the CCG’s decision 
to cut IVF funding. 

“It was the wrong decision for 
so many reasons. I’m glad that 
Cambs residents continue to 
fight back. 

“The phenomenal rate people 
are signing this petition just goes 
to show the strength of public 
feeling on this issue.” 

Stuart Tuckwood, a repre¬ 
sentative of UNISON Acute 
Hospitals, who set up a previous 
petition opposing the funding 
cuts, said: “People are obviously 
dismayed and angry by the deci¬ 
sion to end NHS funding for IVF 
treatment. 

“I’m glad to see nearly 4,000 
people in just the last few days 
have put their names to the call 
to reinstate funding and I give it 
my full support. 

“IVF meets a clinical need and 
is nationally recognised as an ef¬ 
fective treatment. The Govern¬ 
ment must provide adequate 
funding to ensure it remains 
publicly accessible.”

Injunction prevents travellers 
from moving on to villager’s land 


A COUNCIL has stepped in to try 
to stop travellers from moving on 
to land in a Cambridgeshire village 
after it was sold by a fed-up land- 
owner. 

Linda Watson, 48, made a deal to 
sell her land after falling out with 
neighbours. 

The keen equestrian, from Kir- 
tling, near Newmarket, lives in a 
caravan on the 2.5 acre site where 
she has worked as a horse rehabili¬ 
tation professional for seven years. 

Mrs Watson had planned to move 
abroad, but her dream could be 
scuppered after East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council (ECDC) served 
an interim injunction to ensure the 
land can only be used for equine 
purposes. 

The order also stops the erection 
or siting of any additional build¬ 
ings, siting of caravans/mobile 
homes, laying hardstanding/piping 
or excavating/importing material. 

Anyone who breaks the injunc¬ 
tion would be committing a crimi¬ 
nal offence. 

ECDC said the injunction was 
served on Mrs Watson on Wednes¬ 
day, as it was believed beyond rea¬ 
sonable doubt that she had inten¬ 
tions to use the land for purposes

other than those permitted. 

jo Brooks, director of operations 
for ECDC, said: “We have worked 
hard to challenge the reputation 
the sector has for hindering rather 
than helping people with applica¬ 
tions for development. 

“In our district there is no barrier 
to building for people who follow 
the rules and comply with plan¬ 
ning policy. We are proud of being 
a facilitator for growth and will con¬ 
tinue to be so. 

“However, our firm but fair policy 
means that we will take swift action 
against people who do not follow 
due process. 

“Those who flout regulations or 
fail to follow the rules and planning 
policy are not treated leniently.” 

Mrs Watson, a mum of one, had 
previously put in several planning 
applications on her land to improve 
her business and way of living, in¬ 
cluding a small home for herself 
and her partner. 

However, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council rejected the plans. 


Rebecca Saunt, ECDC planning 
manager, added: “The process of 
applying for planning permission is 
not difficult or expensive - in fact, 
we have worked hard to make it ex¬ 
tremely easy and efficient. 

“There is no excuse therefore, not 
to follow procedures.” 

Thirty-two traveller groups in 
England were made aware of Lin¬ 
da’s offer, and she confirmed she 
had made a deal to sell the land last 
week. 

Speaking previously, Mrs Watson 
said: “I can’t disclose the details of 
who it is without their permission. 

“The land was valued around 
four to five years ago at £350,000 by 
estate agents in Newmarket but a 
lot has been done to the land since 
then so it is worth a lot more. I can’t 
disclose how much more. 

“When I bought it the place was a 
complete mess, it was a pig sty. I’ve 
spent a lot of money making it look 
nice and building up a business for 
myself. 

“This was an investment for my 
daughter, and I work really hard to 
do the best I can. 

“I think it’s going to get seriously 
messy and this is going to go on for 
a long time. It’s not over.”

Mum shares new photos 
of missing son Corrie

THE grieving mother of missing air¬ 
man Corrie McKeague has shared 
pictures of them together to mark 
what would have been his 24th birth¬ 
day on Saturday. 

Corrie went missing on September 
2016 on a night out in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Suffolk, and despite a mas¬ 
sive police search no trace has been 
found. 

His mother, Nicola Urquhart, 48, 
posted photographs of the pair taken 
two years ago on a day trip to mark 
his birthday. 

On the ‘Find Corrie’ Facebook 
page, she wrote: “Eve been looking 
through the hundreds of photos and 
videos I have, trying to find one that 
was special. But every single photo I 
own is special. 

“We all have memories, but pho¬ 
tos and videos always remind me of 
so much more. For that I am so very 
grateful. 

“I took these three photos of a day 
out Corrie and I had in Edinburgh 
back in 2015. 



“It wasn’t an occasion, just a regu¬ 
lar day. fust us having a laugh and en¬ 
joying ourselves. 

“Corrie has spent every single one 
of his birthdays with me and his 
brothers so today is difficult, but we 
sadly, are like millions of people who 
go through days like this. 

“The difference though, is al¬ 
though we have each other and our 



family and friends. 

“We have YOU. 

“To every person that is thinking of 
Corrie today. 

“Thank you from the bottom of 
our hearts reading all your posts just 
melts my heart. 

Nicola, Makeyan, Corrie and Dar- 
rochxxxx” 

Suffolk Police ended their £1.2 mil¬ 


lion, five-month search for Corrie, a 
large part of which was carried out at 
a Milton landfill site, on july 21. It is 
thought he could have fallen asleep 
in a bin and was then transported to 
a landfill site. 

Nicola is offering a £50,000 reward 
for information to find her son, who 
is from Fife and served at RAF Hon- 
ington in Suffolk. 

• THIS Sunday, September 24, it will 
be one year to the day since Corrie 
McKeague disappeared. 

Corrie’s mother and other family 
members will mark the occasion at 
Fangton Place in Bury St Edmunds, 
near So Bar, which is where Corrie 
started his night out, throughout the 
day and evening. 

They will be happy to walk along 
the route Corrie took that night end¬ 
ing at the horseshoe area, while ex¬ 
plaining the details they have of Cor¬ 
rie’s disappearance. 

This is being done in the hope that 
someone who was out that night may 
remember something or has heard 
something since, or that after seeing 
the route and hearing the facts, may 
ask a question the family has not 
thought of yet.

POP star Cher has now 
shown her support in the 
search for missing RAF 
gunner Corrie McKeague. 

The / Got You Babe singer 
retweeted an image of the 
British Armed Forces' Oath 
of Alliance, which was 
captioned with a plea to find 
the missing airman who has 
not been seen for a year. 

The tweet read: "@cher 
Please could you kindly 
RT...British RAF Serviceman 
Corrie McKeague has 
been missing 11 Months 
#FindCorrie." 

It's not the first time major 
figures have backed the 
search for Corrie. 

Hollywood star Tom Hardy 
backed the massive search 
last year. 

The actor thrilled Corrie's 
devastated family as he 
threw his weight behind the 
huge nationwide hunt. 

The star of Revenant and 
Legend made a video three 
months after the serviceman 
went missing. 

The retweet from Cher 
comes weeks after Corrie's 
mother, Nicola Urquhart, 
set up a walk to retrace her 
son's final steps, which will 
take place later this month.

Thist’s increase in spending 
on private ambulance services 



UNDER PRESSURE: Ambulance

NHS spending on private ambu¬ 
lances in the eastern region has 
more than doubled in the past year 
because of staff shortages. 

Data collected by the Press As¬ 
sociation has revealed that ambu¬ 
lance trusts across the country are 
using private firms to help answer 
999 calls and transport people to 
hospital. 

In our region, the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
racked up a bill of £14,012,429, in 
2016/17, compared to £6,639,335 
the year before. 

Nationwide, the bill was £78 mil¬ 
lion, similar to 2015/16, but up 22 
per cent from 2014/15, which was 
£64 million. 

Private ambulances are hired 
from private firms as well as chari¬ 
ties such as St fohn Ambulance and 
the Red Cross. 

Experts said soaring demand was 
behind the need for them, as well as 
problems moving patients through 
hospitals, which means NHS am¬ 
bulances cannot be freed up. 

The Royal College of Emergency 
Medicine’s president, Dr Taj Has- 
san, said: “It is concerning trusts are 
having to use part of their budget

for private ambulances, and serves 
to highlight the current levels of de¬ 
mand emergency departments are 
facing. 

“Under-resourced departments 
are struggling with overcrowding 
and ‘exit block’, when patients can¬ 
not be moved in a timely manner to 
a ward. 

“This means patients are waiting 
longer to be seen and ambulances 
cannot off load patients quickly, 
because there is no room for them. 

“Ambulances then have to queue 
outside emergency departments 
for longer than should be neces¬ 
sary, delaying them from getting 
back out into the community, and 
creating a need for private ambu¬ 
lances.” 

fonathan Street, spokesman for 
the College of Paramedics, said 
NHS ambulance staff were “un¬ 
der heavy pressure due to growing 
numbers of 999 calls”. 

He added: “These services are 
increasingly reliant on paramed¬ 
ics and other ambulance clinicians 


within the private sector to meet 
the demand, which involves con¬ 
siderable cost.” 

He said a high turnover of NHS 
staff was affected by levels of stress, 
increasing workloads and para¬ 
medics wishing to work in other 
areas. 

He added: “Large numbers of 
students are currently studying 
degree-level paramedic education. 

“The college is confident that in¬ 
creasing numbers of qualified para¬ 
medics in the next few years will see 
a reduction in the need for reliance 
on the private sector routinely, sav¬ 
ing them for use only at times of 
surges in demand.” 


A Department of Health spokes¬ 
man said: “The ambulance service 
answers more than 10 million calls 
every year and the vast majority of 
patients get an excellent service. 

“Occasionally, ambulance trusts 
use other providers including St 
fohn Ambulance to help with spikes 
in demand, and these providers are 
subject to the same rigorous safety 
and quality inspections as NHS am¬ 
bulances.” 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Service NHS Trust said: 
“Over the last few years, the trust 
has hired hundreds of new staff to 
improve the service for our patients 
and to meet growing demand. 


“We continue to increase our own 
front-line staffing, which has ena¬ 
bled us to significantly reduce our 
use of private ambulance services 
this financial year and in the first 
five months of 2017/18 our private 
ambulance spend was £1.7 million. 

“We plan to spend around £3 mil¬ 
lion this year on front line support 
and will dynamically review it to 
keep our patients safe. 

“Recruiting trained staff, par¬ 
ticularly registered paramedics, is 
extremely challenging and while 
we continue to recruit and train a 
significant number of patient fac¬ 
ing staff, we continue to use private 
ambulance services so we can re¬ 
spond to patients as quickly as pos¬ 
sible and give them the best possi¬ 
ble service. 

“Like the vast majority of UK 
ambulance services, we use Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) regis¬ 
tered private ambulance services 
so we can respond to patients as 
quickly as possible. Alongside the 
requirement to be officially CQC 
accredited, each provider we use is 
also subject to our own internal ap¬ 
proval processes and regular qual¬ 
ity reviews.”

Car skids off 
A14 in wet 
weather 

TWO people had a lucky escape 
after the car they were travelling 
in careered off the road and into a 
ditch. 

The car came skidding off the 
A14 westbound near Exning in wet 
conditions at around 3.30pm on 
Saturday. 

But despite this dramatic looking 
picture taken by BCH Road Policing, 
the driver and passenger were 
unhurt. 

In wet weather, stopping distances 
will be at least double those required 
for stopping on dry roads. This is 
because your tyres have less grip on 
the road. 

In wet weather: 

• You should keep well back from 
the vehicle in front. This will increase 
your ability to see and plan ahead. 

• If the steering becomes 
unresponsive, it probably means 
that water is preventing the tyres 
from gripping the road. Ease off the 
accelerator and slow down gradually. 

• The rain and spray from vehicles 
may make it difficult to see and be 
seen. 

• Be aware of the dangers of spilt 
diesel that will make the surface very 
slippery. 

• Take extra care around 
pedestrians, cyclists, motorcyclists 
and horse riders.

T HERE was a time when 
simply dangling the 
prospect of a sun-blessed 
trip in front of a golfer left 
frustrated by the fickleness 
of the English weather was enough 
to entice them abroad. 

The lure of golfing in T-shirt and 
shorts while back home the hardy 
are battling soggy fairways and 
plummeting temperatures sparked 
a boom in overseas golf trips. 

Aided by low cost air travel, places 
such as Spain or the Algarve in 
Portugal became within easy reach. 

But consumer tastes change - as 
do lifestyles - and the kind of issues 
confronting golf clubs on a day to 
day basis have a knock-on effect. 

The work-home balance and 
demands of family life means the 
established golf resorts are looking 
to embrace a broader appeal. 

Which is why an already hugely 
popular resort like Quinta do Lago 
has pumped an incredible €50m 
into upgrading everything from the 
courses to be played, the places to 
stay and the food to be served. 

The family market is on the radar, 
too, with its easy accessibility to the 
Algarve's beaches and special 
events - such as movie nights on the 
driving range - with one eye firmly 
on the younger end of the spectrum 
as an all-year round destination. 

Accommodation, too, can come 
with a family theme. The Martinhal, 
for example, is thriving under new 
ownership as an up-market 
collection of townhouses and 
wonderfully spacious villas - with 
bedrooms all 
en-suite 
- which all 
boast their 
own garden 
and pool. 

Enough to 
keep splash- 
happy kids 
entertained, 
literally on 
your doorstep. 

Throw in a 
kids' club for 
the under-eights, a games room and 
an ultra-cool pool hangout area 
- complete with slides and a VW 
camper van! - and Martinhal is 
staking a serious claim for the 
family market. 

The route to the Algarve is already 
a well-worn one - it has been a 
magnet for UK tourists for the last 
50 years. Breakfast at home can 
soon be followed by teeing it up in 
Portugal in the afternoon, with the 
coastline's run of 43 golf courses 
starting just 20 minutes from Faro 
airport. 

Quinta's pedigree is well 
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established - this is not cheap as 
chips. Already at the higher end of 
the market the recent investment 
places them firmly in the region's 
top bracket. But there is little sign of 
it suffering from post-Brexit blues. 

At the heart of it all is still the golf 
- three courses and an Academy 
which bears the name of Ryder Cup 
winning captain Paul McGinley. 

The North course has actually 
been ripped up and reconstructed 
while the roller-coaster ride of the 
South has the wow factor. 

A third course has been added at 
Laranjal - the trio as different in 


character as the Marx brothers. 

Splitting them might be tricky 
- but I will plump for the back nine 
on the South course as the pick of 
the bunch. It sweeps through the 
hillside like a cavalcade that 
deserves a ticker-tape welcome, 
rising and falling through the hills 
like the pound on a Black Friday. 

The opening nine are classic 
resort golf, tiptoeing between 
properties that would keep Grand 
Designs in programmes for years. 

Fortunately, there is plenty of 
space and even the most wayward 
will miss landing in someone's 
barbeque. I know. I tried! 

The greens boast all the 
smoothness of a salesman's patter. 

The soft-filled centres of the 
bunkers were, perhaps, to be 
expected but given that this was not 
an out and out links course the fact 
that they had more lip than a surly 
teenager was more of a surprise and 
ready to catch out an under-cooked 
escape shot. 

The South comes into its own on 
the second nine - thanks to the 
incredible elevation of the course, 
which at times extends above the 
neighbouring tree line - so much so 
that it feels like you are golfing with 
the gods. 


The result is a 
stunning collection of 
tee shots that 
resemble launching 
an Appollo mission. 

Weave in a few 
holes that sweep 
down to the edge of 
the lake and it is a 
potent mix. 

The par three 15th is 
a great shot over the 
water while the lake forms a 
glistening backdrop to the green on 
the next. Tackle the 17th and the 
water brushes against your tee shot 
like an unwanted suitor. 

In many ways, the North is a more 
stately affair, not quite the white- 
knuckle ride of the South. But it is 
every bit as grand with a devil in the 
greens that can make them harder 
to fathom than the Large Hadron 
Collider. 

The collection of short holes is as 
inviting as they are testing. The par 
four 12th makes taking on the water 
in front of the green almost 
unavoidable - unless you tip-toe 
round the fringes with all the stealth 
of a cat burglar. Even then the green 
harbours a real villain of a knuckle 
that makes it very possible to putt 
back into the water. 

The most recent arrival is the 
course at nearby Laranjal. It is a 
more compact affair, cloaked by the 
orange groves that give it its name 
- and at a certain time of the year 
the fruit-laden trees add an 
unexpected splatter of bright orange 
to the swathes of green. 

This is a course where the bunkers 
jostle you like commuters on the 
Tube in rush hour, while the fact 
that there are more tees than the

players of all abilities. 

Away from the course, 
improvements have been made to 
the gastronomic offering as well.

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Why commit the 
moments you've almost 
died to print? Maggie 
O'Farrell tells ELLA 
WALKER how her 
daughter propelled her 
to write new memoir, 

I Am, I Am, I Am 


F OR someone who's written 
about all the times she's 
almost died, and now has to 
talk about it, Maggie 
O'Farrell is surprisingly 
cheerful. 

The author laughs loudly and 
frequently, and when asked 
whether writing a memoir is a bit 
like writing your own obituary, she 
jokes, "18 brushes with death!?" 

But Maggie, 45, doesn't actually 
like being centre of attention ("I 
was never one of those kids who 
wanted to be in the school play, 
quite the opposite,") and you get 
the sense she'd much rather be at 
home in Edinburgh, swimming in 
the sea, or writing novels in the 
cracks of time that appear between 
looking after her three young 
children, than focusing on her 
darkest moments. And yet, the 
Coleraine-born novelist has gone 
and written a memoir. 

I Am, I Am, I Am: Seventeen 
Brushes With Death began in 
private as an extension of the 
diaries Maggie has kept since she 
was young ("There must be 
hundreds by now,") and was never 
written with the intention that it 
would one day be published. 

"It was something that crept up 
on me," says the author, writer of 
After You'd Gone, This Must Be The 
Place and Costa Novel Awards 2010 
winner The Hand That First Held 
Mine. She muses: "Books are filters 
for all sorts of things..." 

It’s a leap when a well-loved 
fiction writer turns to memoir, a 
genre that can be sluggish with 
indulgent autobio¬ 
graphical notes and 
mushy sentiment, but I 
Am, I Am, I Am doesn't 
slide into those traps. 

Instead, it's deftly 
written, emotionally 
bruising and blazes with 
honesty. 

Riven into 17 near- 
fatal experiences, all 
scrambled out of 
chronological order and 
marked by antique 
anatomical drawings - a 
delicate skeleton inside a 
marble sculpture; a spine sus¬ 
pended, free of its ribs and pelvic 
anchor; a blackened lung frothing 
with itty-bitty alveoli - it recalls the 
terrifying moments Maggie tussled 
with the possibility she may not 
take another breath. 

There are instances that are 
almost universal - that stomach¬ 
tumbling fear that comes when you 
realise you've swum out of your 
depth; feeling the whoosh of a lorry 
as it hurtles by too close and 
perilously fast; sprinting across a 
road as your parents yell at you to 


slow down, to look where you're 
going - and others that are 
unimaginably scary - a knife-point 
mugging; a debilitating childhood 
illness; a labour gone horribly 
awry. 

While slivers of herself undoubt¬ 
edly appear in her previous books, 
memoir, Maggie says, is close to the 
bone. "It does feel much more 
exposing, because even if you put 
something in a novel that did come 
from real life, you've always got the 
mask of fiction to hide behind." 

She decided to step out from 

behind that mask for her 
eight-year-old daughter, 
who was born with a 
severe immunology 
disorder that means, if 
she collides with one of 
her triggers ("If she eats 
something with a trace 
of a nut. Or if she sits at 
a table where someone 
has recently consumed 
sesame seeds. Or if an 
egg is cracked nearby," 
Maggie writes. "I could 
go on,") it can plunge 
her into critical 
anaphylactic shock. 

"So, she has quite a few brushes 
with death herself," she explains. "I 
began writing something about it 
in private for myself, to come to 
terms with that, to try and under¬ 
stand what she was going through 
- and also how best to help her - 
but it got larger and larger." 

She ended up mentioning the 
growing manuscript to her agent, 
who gradually persuaded her to 
share it. 

"The structure allows me to 
reveal almost as much as I 



conceal," says Maggie, explaining 
how she managed to execute a land 
of hopscotch between what is and 
isn't told. "There's an awful lot that 
isn’t in the book. Yes, some of it is 
years or times when not much 
happened, but there’s also other 
stuff in there that I don't want to 
talk about, obviously, and the 
structure of the book allows me to 
skip over those bits." 

One of those bits she does 
include - a mountain path 
encounter with a murderer - is a 
story she'd only ever previously 
told her husband, the writer 
William Sutcliffe. 

"I'm not saying I'm not going to 
talk about it," she explains cau¬ 
tiously, "but writing it wasn't 
actually too bad, because it felt very 
private and I could just do it. But I 
did an event the other day and they 
wanted to ask about it a lot, and I 
did find verbalising it quite 
difficult." 

She has pickled the story in ink 
until her daughter is old enough to 
understand why, when she asked a 
couple of years ago whether she 
and Maggie could go hiking 
together, just the two of them, the 
answer was no. "I remember I said, 
T don't think so, we can all go 
together,' and her asking why. Obvi¬ 
ously I wasn't going to tell her then, 
because she was only six. I 
remember thinking, At some point, 
I will have to tell you that story’ - 
and how on earth do you have that 
conversation with your child?" 

Writing I Am, I Am, I Am 
involved not just scouring the 
nebulous and less-visited sections 
of her memory, but also required 
unearthing childhood medical 


records from when she contracted 
viral encephalitis. The former 
deputy literary editor of the 
Independent On Sunday says 
writing it was a very different 
ordeal compared to her usual work. 
"A novel feels like creation, and this 
felt like excavation," she says, 
adding wryly. "I don't know how 
cathartic it was." 

She had always been wary of the 
idea of memoir "just because it felt 
like such a tax on your friends and 
family, and I wouldn't ever want to 
expose people" So, she was 
discreet; family members' names 
are absent, their roles pared back, 
their privacy guarded. Maggie 
doesn't subscribe to the view that, 
as an author, the people in your life 
are fair game for spinning into 
fiction. "I don't think everything 
around you as a writer belongs to 
you - your own life does, but your 
own life is linked with other 
people's so you have to be very 
careful at those junctures." 

"I mean, I wouldn't want to be 
written about in a memoir 
particularly," she adds with a light 
laugh. 

Further non-fiction is not on 
Maggie's to-do list (but "never say 
never"), however, another novel is. 
"I usually have something in the 
back of my mind simmering away, 
and I have started something, 
another novel," she teases. "It feels 
a huge relief to go back to being 
able to make things up."

Joan starts to tailor Charlie's 
clothes for Frank, delving into her 
husband's voluminous wardrobe. 
But as this new intimacy grows, 
Joan - a Jew - makes the odious 
discovery that her husband was a 
fascist sympathiser. 

This enthralling novel deftly 
evokes a powerful sense of place, 
with period details of austerity and 
backstage life subtly but credibly 
sketched in. Sombre in mood and 
bleak in conclusion, it is a power¬ 
fully absorbing story of a woman 
betrayed in death, as in life.

RODDY Doyle leaves a 
portion of his trade¬ 
mark humour at the 
door in this tale of 
resurfacing childhood 
trauma and middle- 
age malaise. 

After separating 

from his wife, Victor Forde is back 
living alone in the neighbourhood 
where he once went to school - in 
the 1960s, under the controversial 
Christian Brothers regime that 
would years later deliver Ireland 
one of its darkest abuse scandals. 

It is a chance meeting, in his new 
local, with a man purporting to be 
an old classmate, that prompts 
Victor to recall his experiences at 
the hands of the Brothers. 

The progression of the book is 
not chronological and chapters flit 
around in time. 

Doyle's skill with dialogue keeps 
a thread of Irish charm running 
through the novel, but the overall 
impression is of a writer trying to 
do something different. The shock 
'twist' ending is a bold gamble.

The advanced handling capabilities 
found in previous Swift Sport models have 
been further refined in the new model, 
with greater driving stability, optimized roll 


rigidity, and improved dynamic response. 

Gear change is through the short-stroke 

6- speed manual transmission used in the 
previous Swift Sport. 

Connectivity kit includes Bluetooth- 
compatible audio display unit with a 

7- inch touchscreen and SD Card 3D-map 
navigation. 

For safety, the new Swift Sport is kitted 
out with features including advanced 
forward detection, dual sensor brake 
support, lane departure warning and other 
key technologies. 

Masao Kobori, Suzuki chief engineer, 
says: "It's lighter, sharper and quicker.

MINI is given a racing look 50 years after making its name 


FIFTY years after the original Mini 
notched up a hat-trick of victories 
in the Monte Carlo rally, the 
latest model is getting the racing 
treatment at the Frankfurt Motor 
Show. 

A concept MINI John Cooper 
Works GP will be on display 
continuing the theme set by the 
2012 MINI John Cooper Works GP 
and the MINI Cooper S with John 


Cooper Works GP Kit released in 
2006. 

Wider than the current MINI, the 
latest design study comes with large 
front and rear aprons, side skirts 
and a prominent roof spoiler, picked 
out with red highlights. 

A similar treatment makes the 
multi-spoke alloys stand out, so 
does wide honeycomb in the grille 
and air vents. 


Plenty of lightweight carbon fibre 
has been used in the construction to 
improve the car's power to weight 
ratio. 

Inside, the racing theme carries 
on with the concept car pared back 
to the bone with a roll cage joined 
by little more than a pair of low- 
mounted bucket seats with five- 
point belts and an instrument panel 
that includes a head up display. 


The 0059 numbering on the 
bodywork and on the dash is a nod 
to birth of the first Mini in 1959. 

Back in the 1960s the Mini made 
its name at the Monte Carlo rally, 
winning for the first time in 1963 
with Paddy ITopkirk and Henry 
Liddon in a Cooper S. 

The domination continued with 
more victories in 1965 and 1967 
and a podium finish in 1968. 
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Turning a new Leaf with an 
increase in battery range 


N ISSAN has revealed its latest Leaf all¬ 
electric model which will be on sale 
in the UK in January. 

The new Leaf - built in Britain at Nissan's 
Sunderland factory - is packed with new 
technology that will embrace the early steps 
of advanced driver assistance. 

Innovations include the e-Pedal which 
Nissan claim will allow motorists to drive 
and brake in a totally new and seamless 
way. 

The range of the new Leaf has also been 
increased and the vehicle is capable of 
covering 235 miles on a single charge. 

A higher capacity model with increased 
motor power and battery capacity allowing 
the Leaf to travel even further will be 
introduced towards the end of next year. 

The latest Leaf features three core new 
'intelligent' driving technologies. 

The first is Nissan's semi-autonomous 
ProPILOT advanced driver assistance 
system. Used during single-lane driving on 
the highway, it makes the drive easier, less 
stressful and more relaxing by helping to 
keep the car on track automatically. 

The second is ProPILOT Park, which will 
take control of all steering, acceleration, 


braking and gear selection to guide the car 
automatically into a parking spot. 

Also included is the e-Pedal, a new 
technology that allows drivers to start, 
accelerate, decelerate and stop just by 
adjusting input upon the accelerator pedal. 

When the accelerator is fully released, 
regenerative and friction brakes are applied 
automatically, gradually bringing the car to 
a complete stop. The conventional brake 
pedal must still be used in aggressive braking 
situations. 

New body design features include 
Nissan's signature V-motion grille similar to 
the Nissan X-Trail and Qashqai. It also has a 
floating roof and sleek LED headlamps. 

The redesigned interior features blue 
stitching in the seats, dashboard and 
steering wheel and comes with a new 
look seven-inch, full-colour display. Apple 
CarPlay and Android Auto have been added 
to the infotainment system in cars equipped 
with the navigation system. 

The new Nissan LEAF replaces the first- 
generation model. More than 283,000 have 
been sold globally since 2010. 

Prices have yet to be announced, but the 
existing Leaf starts at around £26,000.

Ulysses to take in Arc 
before cup bid: Stoute 


ARC NEXT?: 
Ulysses could 
take in the Prix de 
I'Arc de Triomphe 



SIR Michael Stoute says it is “very 
possible” Ulysses will tackle next 
month’s Prix de I’Arc de Triomphe 
at Chantilly. 

The four-year-old has really 
come into his own this season, 
winning both the Coral-Eclipse and 
Juddmonte International, as well as 
finishing second to Enable in the 
King George at Ascot. 

The Breeders’ Cup Turf at Del 
Mar on November 4 was initially 
nominated as his target following 
his York success, but Stoute has 
confirmed he may now stop off in 
France on October 1 on the way to 
his American date. 

He said: “The Arc is very possi¬ 
ble and we’re aiming for that at the 
moment. 

“The Breeders’ Cup is not until 
five weeks after the Arc, so there’s 
plenty of time.” 

Ulysses enjoyed a canter in front 
of the public on Sunday morning as 
part of Newmarket’s Open Week¬ 
end and John Gosden also had his 
stars out in force. 

Enable, who beat Ulysses by four 
and a half lengths at Ascot, is firmly 
on course for the Arc after her easy 
five-length victory in the Yorkshire 
Oaks last time out - her fourth 
successive Group One win. 

Gosden said: “All being well, she’s 
pointing for the Arc. 

“She’s very relaxed in her work 
and everything she does. We didn’t 
want to go from the King George 
straight to the Arc, so she went up 


there (York) and we were able to 
tick her over. 

“We’re now in the build up to the 
Arc and she will start doing some 
more important work this week.” 

Plans for Cracksman are still 
up in the air following his wide- 
margin win in the Voltigeur at 
York and his impressive Prix Niel 
success at Chantilly. 

The three-year-old is entered 
for the Arc, but both Gosden and 
owner Anthony Oppenheimer have 
expressed their reservations about 
tackling the race this year. 

■ Expert Eye remains on course 
for next month’s Darley Dewhurst 
Stakes after a dirty scope forced 
him to miss his intended run in the 
National Stakes at the Curragh. 

Stoute, however, confirmed 
the Acclamation colt has the 
Newmarket Group One on October 
14 in his sights after working well 
on Saturday. 

■ Roger Varian has ruled out 
another run for Defoe this term. 
The colt is set to undergo a num¬ 
ber of tests following his below-par 
effort in the St Leger at Doncaster 
on Saturday. 

Varian said: “We were very 
disappointed, but I don’t think 
he gave his true running. He has 
come back sound, but we will run a 
number of tests on him because I 
am convinced something is amiss.”
